REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

I I. 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

In the applicant's original disclosure, the only actuator that was disclosed was a shift actuator. The presence of a select 
actuator was not disclosed. However, even if the select actuator was assumed to be inherently disclosed, the simultaneous 
controls of the select actuator and shift actuator to travel within the guides in Fig. 5 was not disclosed. In paragraph f00761 of 
the present invention, a guided element is disclosed as traveling along a guide, however, how the guide element is to be 
manipulated along the guide path is not disclosed. Since the shift actuator was disclosed, it is possible for the shift motor to be 
positioned at an angle to travel along the path. Also, it is possible for the shift actuator to connect to transmission that will 
move the guided element within the guide. Simultaneous controls of two distinct actuators for shifting from neutral to a gear 
engaged position was never previously disclosed. Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive..
